As  I  have  said  to  Father 
Lajeunesse,  I  am  very  much  interested 
indeed  in  the  contribution  that  your 
Order  and  the  Catholic  societies  and 
Church  can  make  to  the  cause  of  his- 
tory in  our  Province.  As  an  historian 
you  will  well  know  that  Ontario's  hia<» 
tory  has  started  with  most  of  us  with 

ferhaps  the  coming  of  the  Loyalists, 
he  fact  is  that  there  is  and  must  be 
a  great  volume  of  unknown  history  lying 
between  the  destruction  of  Fort  Ste. 
Marie  and  the  coming  of  the  Loyalists 
in  the  1730 »a.  During  most  of  that 
period  Ontario  was  part  of  New  France. 
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No  doubt  missions  were  maintained 
throughout  the  Province  which  have 
been  long  forgotten^  Also  that  the 
trading  companies  operating  from  the 
now  Province  of  Quebec  carried  on 
business  throughout  Ontario •  Possibly 
somewhere  there  are  maps  and  records 
of  these  events  which  have  been  for- 
gotten and  overlooked  for  the  centuries 
which  have  intervened,   I  feel  that 
there  must  be  records  of  the  Jesuits, 
the  Recollects,  the  Franciscans  and 
others  which  would  be  available  if  we 
could  obtain  the  interest  and  the  know- 
ledge of  such  as  yourself  in  the  re- 
search which  would  be  necessary^  I 
have  written  to  Father  Lajeunesse 
along  this  line. 

There,  of  course,  is  a  very  great 
deal  more  known  of  the  history  of  Canada 
vest  of  the  Lakehead  than  of  the  old 
Province  of  Ontario*  This  comes  from 
the  fact  that  the  Hudson  Bay  and  North- 
west Company  records  have  been  avail- 
able* With  the  coming  of  the  Loyalists, 
of  course,  their  interest  and  our  in- 
terest since  has  been  confined  to  the 
new  Ontario  which  started  at  that  tlme,« 
I  think  that  research  into  the  great 
period  during  which  Ontario  was  part 
of  New  France  has  been  probably  neg- 
lected because  of  lack  of  interest* 
*his  is  one  of  the  things  to  which  I 
should  like  to  direct  our  attention. 
It  Is  one  of  the  things  that  makes  the 
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work  of  Father  Lajeunesse  so  important. 
It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  one  of  the 
first  real  efforts  to  reconstruct  the 
j^et  over  which  there  has  been  a  veil 
drawn  for  so  many  years,  in  fact  so 
many  centuries • 

I  wish  you  would  give  this  eon«* 
sideration.  Tou  might  have  a  chat 
with  Father  I-ajeunesse  about  it.  1 
aay  say  that  I  would  be  veary  glad  to 
provide  the  funds  which  would  be 
necessary  for  such  research*  I  have, 
at  times,  discussed  the  matter  with 
Dr.  K.  Lamb  and  others.  It  is  to  this 
period  I  should  very  much  like  to  direct 
our  attention  and  efforts.

Information  from  3t«  Francis 
Xavier's  in  New  York  states  that  he 
received  an  M»A»  degree  from  that 
institution  in  ld94«  If  this  is  so^ 
he  must  have  had  an  A«S«  degree  first* 
Is  there  any  record  at  St.  ^lichael's, 
or  would  you  advise  my  writing  to  the 
University  of  Toronto? 

Another  point  has  come  up«  It 
may  seem  inconsequential,  yet  I  had 
Just  finished  a  re-draft  on  the  chapter 
on  3t«  NLehael's  College  emphasizing 
that  affiliation  was  Initiated  by  the 
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priests  there.  The  bulletin  you  sent

I  appreciate  your  answering  my 
inquiry,  and  your  patience  in  what  must 
be  by  this  time  a  recurring  annoyance 
-—  my  continual  reciuest  for  material  • 
It  is  inexcusable  for  me  to  persist  in 
imposing  on  your  generosity •  My  only 
plea  is  that  I  am  destitute  of  material 
on  the  St.  Michael's  College  period  of 
Father  Duffy •©  life.

They  were  de*- 
fended  by  no  less  a  person  thatn  Cardinal 
Spellamn.  While  he  did  not  condone 
their  wrongdoing,  he  made  it  possible 
for  them  to  continue  their  education 
In  other  colleges  &  to  make  amends  for 
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their  mistakes.  The  fact  of  hia  char- 
itable attitude  vras  published  in  every 
paper  in  the  western  world •  I  do  not 
think  it  detracted  from  his  prestige, 
or  character,  but  rather  added  to  his 
stature  as  a  true  man  of  God*

Hafferty's  death*  I  had  thought  he 
had  died  years  ago* 

He  fell  off  a  ladder  atop  of  which 
he  stood  while  draping  with  green 
branches  — -  or  such  —  the  arch  which 
framed  the  sanctuary  in  the  old  novitiate 
(Holy  Rosary)  chapel*  lou  remember  the 
cofflTiunion  railing  had  2  or  3  steps  up 
to  it  from  the  floor  of  the  chapel.  The 
ladder  was  a  high,  rickety  old  thing, 
M  1  remember  It,  k  momentarily  not 
properly  attended.  As  he  fell  he  struck 
his  head  against  one  of  the  steps.  A 
highly  intelligent  and  promising  young 
chap,  from  that  time  had  to  suffer  his 
sorrwo  pretty  much  alone.  He  was  by 
nature  of  rather  a  quiet  nature  •—  only 
the  teasing  of  Arthur  Staley,  when  he 
kept  it  up,  coxild  draw  out  stinging 
sarcasm  —  k   Arthur  was  quite  afraid  of 
Raff  in  his  pre-accident  days.

Rafferty's 
accident.  He  fell  from  a  ladder  while 
decorating  for  Xiaas  the  arch  over  the 
Novitiate  sanctuiiry  ~  outside  —  4  in 
falling  struck  his  head  against  commun«* 
ion  rail  steps.  How  the  Provincial 
(then  Fr.  Victoria  Marijon)  evtjr  made 
up  his  conscience  to  send  him  on  to 
major  orders  is  more  than  I  could  ever 
understand.  He  visited  us  at  St.  Mary's 
Seminary,  La  Porte,  T#xas,  about  1905* 
He  seemed  at  first  merely  delicate,  but 
by  aocldent*  In  the  late  afternoon,  ete« 
he  looked  really  dangerous.
